Tho Brui^h Columbian, in its huost 
i68UL'. lias a labored and despairing 
article, in which it attempts to mis- 
lead its few roadors by informing the m 
that tho momorittl presented to her 
Majesty's Soorotary for tho Colonies 
on the subject of tho Seat of Govern'' 
xncnt was signed by only nine gontlo- 
jnon. Wo do not svish our cotom' 
porary to docoivo itsolf or its sub- 
scribers, and thoroforo wo mayns well 
inform him aad them that tbo memos 
rial was signed by fifty-fivo other 
gentlemen, either the repreeentativos 
of establishmonts in Yanoonver Island 
or otherwise interested in the Oolony 
by reason of their being property or 
bondholders, in addition to which 
several officers of her Majesty's Navy, 
who bad been in the Colony, snp^ 
portod tho prayer of tho memorial. 
With its usual and habitual habit of 
misroprosontalion, it charges tho au- 
thors of tho memorial with represent- 
ing tho Colony of Eiitish Columbia as 
"a very wilderness, in fact, encum- 
bered with donso forests of enormous 
trees," when in truth those words only 
relate to tho site of Westminster. Wo 
need not follow our colomporury in 
his fanciful description of Frasor river. 
Saffioe it to say that it is well Ivdou h 
to be a coraparativelj' u.^oless stream, 
its value not being at all common^ 
surate with tho sizo.of its mouth. 
Katare, indeed, seems to havo designed 
it parposely to prevent either ingress 
to or egress from the interior of the 
Colony. The Columbian goes on to 
give Captain Biohards' evidonoo as to 
the non-shifting character of tbo sands 
at its month and tho straight but nar- 
row channel running through those 
sands to the river. Since Captain 
Biohards made his surveys it is well 
known that the channel has shifted 
annually and now shoals formed, the 
last being called the " Malacca Shoal," 
on account ot L[.it.S. lliilacoa ground-, 
ing there. Even now tlio buoys no 
longer point out tho path to ships, and 
the channel resembles tho letter S, 
which is by no meivns straight. Tho 
Columbian will soon bo made a little 
wiser on thia score; and to add to its 
comfort wo may state that Captain 
Biohardfi, whom it quotes so freely, 
and several oUicers oi il 11. -Navy, 
supported tho prayer ot the memorial, 
that tho " Scat of Govornmont" should 
be at Viotoi'ia, now that union of tho 
Colonies had taken piaco. Having 
refaied the Columbian by its own witr 
nestf, we may observe that it is not a 
little singular that tho Naval officers, 
as well those now here as those who 
sojourned at Eaqaimalt harbor borolo- 
fore, and other nantical men, should 
all unite in condemning Now West- 
minster. Wo do not, however, con- 
Bidor tho question of tho Seat of Gov- 
ernment to bo a Leal ouo. Tho whole 
country is intoiX"^ted in tho mutter, 
and upon its determination tho \vol.j 
faro of tho wholo Colony depends. 
Tho country must bo considered 
first—lot-ownera aftorwnrds. \Vu 
po\v turn to tlio Exuiniiiir, It 
admits that the locul jjoiitions aps 
pond^ to tho memorial, and upon 
'^hich tho lionolutions of tho Council, 
and indeed the ALciaoi'ial itsull', arc 
based, may bo of considorablo^woight, 
but attempts to show that tho people 
the interior wore deceived into tbo 
act of signing those petitions. Wo 
believe tbo people of tho interior to 
be possessed of quite as mach intel- 
ligence and a greater dosiro for the 
welfare of tbo wholo Colony than our 
cotemporary, and will boo through its 
dosigD, viz. : that its remarks are in* 
tended for tbo scissors of tho Gov- 
ernor, to bo sent to tho Hoino Ollicu — 
perhaps inspired for that very pur^ 
poso. jLot anyone look at tho |)otih 
tions, and then ask theinnolves whulhor 
any " trick " was pra<jtiscd ujiun the 
colonists in tho interior who signed 
tho momoriul. ILovvovor, wo give 
credit to tho cunning of tho [■Jxaniimr 
as being moro roliiiod than the ob^ior- 
Vation of tho nieinher for West- 
minstor, that tho signatures woro ob- 
tained by moans of whisky ! The 
voice of tho po iplo is apparently no'. 
reliBhcd at all, and it is evidently de- 
sired to imbuo bis Grace the Dako of 
Buokiogham with the false ImpreBsiou 
that the signatures bavo no value. 
We are next treated by the Examiner 
to tbo observation that tho members 
who voted were personally interested;

The 
interest of tho people is tho intorost 
of the country — and tho country says, 
let the Seat of Govornmont bo at Yio- 
toria. AVo cannot conceive that tho 
lloino authorities ivill act contrary 
to this well-understood and expressed 
wish of the people, unless some dis- 
honest inlluence bo brought to boar. 
There is but one who can oxorciso 
such induoncc, and if it bo practised, 
ho must bo hold rosponsiblo to the 
country; but wo cannot do othorwiso 
than bolievo that ILis iilxcoUenoy will 
conform to tho wishes of those over 
whom ho is called to govern.

THE mOT B0^P DENOUNCED? 

[nOX OVB'BFfOtAI. bbfobtkb;] ' .: : 

At a late bonr last eTenlDg wa received 
by air-lide telegraph from the Capital the 
following; report of the procoedinga at tba 
meoling bold oq Wedoesday evening ia that 
" oily" lo consider the new pilot rej^ulations. 
The meetiog woa held in Ilyack Hall. The 
room — which will bold coiiifortably Iwonly- 
fivo porfcns— was "fillaJ to ovetflowiDg." 
The Mayor, Hon Mr Oldbrool:, occupied the 
^Imir, which wua situated on a plalform at 
the west end of the hall. An empty flour 
barrel, "bead-up,'' was used as a table. 
Orer the platforoi hung a siring of oniuoe 
and|a mammoth potaloe, remaioa ot the late 
iigficnltorarjiibibitioD. Acroas the centre 
of the ball was extended a dingy white cloth, 
on which was painted, io largo loiters, " Ko 
Smok'tDg Aloud!" Such of the audience, 
therefore, oa smoked at all, did bo in silence. 
An English and an American flag were al- 
fectiooately suspended aide by side ovor the 
;^aiform. It was the intention of the com- 
mittee to have placoil a bocjuet of rosea on tbe 
flour barrel for tbo use of ti'o Mayor ; but 
baving learned ihai tbo only boquot in town 
came up in the Eutorprise from Viotoria, tbo 
iotentipn was abtaodoned as impolitic, and a 
Ifiiece ot dried salmon on a plate Bubstitulcd 
for tba roj^ea. Oat reporter oonoealed bim- 
aeif in the empty floar* barrel. 

Tbe obairmao called the meeting to order. 
He said that be was proud to witness among 
tbe 8Pa of upturned faces, the familiar oouoten- 
^anoes of some of the oldest and best ciiizens of 
New WesliliinBter. Tbis was an iodiynulioD 
meeting — called to protest against tbo inla- 
mous scale cf charges aouf^bt to be imposed 
upon vessels visiting the city. The churges, 
if imposed, would drive a\7ay the ubipping 
and ruin tbe commerce of the place. In 
order that hia bearers might auderstaod bow 
important tbe prcscrvatioa of that oommerce 
■aai to tbe colony, he would state (hat he 
had gone to the trouble^ of searching the 
books kept by bis honorable friend, Mr Clam- 
ley, at tbe Custom-house, aod be bad asoer 
tained that during tbe past e'gbt months no 
less tbaa two sailing vessels bad crossed the 
aaadbeada and landed cargoes at hi* (the 
ehairman'a) wharf. (Applause.) Tbe names 
of the two vessels, be felt proud to say, 
were the schooner Industry, ladeo with stooe 
for tbo new church, and tba sloop Letitia. 
which brouybl a cargo of grain und hay. 
^Itenem/ed applause.) There was also a 
» splendid canoo trade growing up which 
^aboald bo fostered. [A voioe— Pfoyidcd the 
potatoee they biing don't come from the 
Hisland. Applause.] With these few re 
marks be would' retire and call upon (he 
faoratnr of the bereaiok — Houorable John 
Wobson (cheers) to more the fir<t resolus 
lion. 

The Hon John Wobson was introduced b; 
Oonocillor Gate, and was received with a 
royal salute of twenty-oae cneers. At tbe 
request of the diJtinguisbed gentleman, tbe 
"tiger" was difpenscd with— ho havii)"; been 
informed that the horrid creatures at Vic. 
taria had rcceutly cnptuted a lull grown Bjii- 
gal tiger and were in llie habit of trotting it 
out at every popular demonstration. ^Groans 
and hisses.) Ilnving cleared his throat aod 
laid a file of the British Columbian, from the 
first down to the present issue, upon the 
barrel-bead, tbo honorable gentleman said 
that be had not expected to be called upon 
for a spe'ecb, and vos consequently unpre- 
pared (ohi) He woatd, however, do tbe 
best be could, and looked fur tbo indulgence 

^of his aujfieuce (cheers of encourai^Gnioni.) 
The object cf the meeting bad been ably 
staled by iho Chairman, who, although ho 
dilTered with bira cansidai'ably if not more 
go on most of the leading topics of Iho day, 
be was bound to soy v;a3 sound ou this 

'question. ("' Tliruo clioers (or the Mayor'' 
were proi>03od and /c:^pl)ndoJ to by the meet- 
ing.) So f;ir as iho .M;iyor was concerned, 
bo must say that he roipected him— and who 
did not? (applause.) Aod although ho had 
baeo " down on " bim ever since be holped 
to start an opposition paper— a small, iu- 
BigoiGcant ephemeral wbilBt, for which, al- 
tbongh not muob' more than half the size ol 
itiia Columbian, tbe editors bad the audacity to 
sak as much lor — notwitbataading, ho repeat- 
ed, this baaa, unheard of outr;i}^c upur. the ymrt 
of the Gbuirmari, he (ilio Hon. John Wot)jon) 
could lay Lis band upon bis b'3arl ot hearts 
and say that ho bore bini no ill will ; but be 
was not 80 sure that the Mayor did not bear 
hire a grudge. It was wall known that the 
Mayor and Mr Hamstrong were uspiranis 
for tbo boiierable position which bo (the 
lion John Wobsun) had aspired to and 
attained, and which he alono was oapablo of 
filliog with honor and dignity. [The hunoi" 
able speaker who was called to order by Mr 
Hamstrong, who oocupied a seat upon tho 
left chime of the flour*barrei. lie trusted 
there would be no peraonalities iodnlged io. 
Be bad come here to speak about tbe Pilot 
regulations, not to hoat a political harangue 
from the lion John Wobson Cheers, bisees 
aud cat-calls — ' Go on, Wobson ;'' '' Uo in, 
HarniPlrong."] 

The Mayor bore pouudcd upon the bead of 
the flour-barrel for order; such allusions as 
tbo Hon John Wobsou bud indulged in were 
su-per-ilu-caE, iD'da-oeat aod ua-gaotle* 
inan-ly -

and (jonfasibnl— one^ of ' the """ ab&ndoned 
clique" (tremeodous cheering) who had tho 
barefaced assurance to ask two bits a week 
for tho vile csudationa of their ilNbalancod 
brains, when tbe Columbian which bad been 
endorsed by Ihoir " esteemed Governor" in 
tho Blue Book, 1867— only two copies of 
which had come to Victorfa, ono of which
